Preliminary  approval  was  also 
received  for  5400,000  for  apart¬ 
ment  dormitories  for  married 
students.  Thirty-two  onc-bcd- 
roorn  apartments  and  eight  two- 
bedroom  apartments  are  includ¬ 
ed  in  the  plan.  A  full  applica¬ 
tion  must  be  developed  and  ap¬ 
proved,  requiring  eight  to  ten 
months,  before. work  can  begin 
on  tl>c  project,  Dr.  Jones  said.

Governor  Asks  Support  of  Laws 

As  President  J.  W.  Jones  stated  in  the  opening  assembly  of 
the  school  year,  Governor  James  T.  Blair  has  asked  the  support 
of  all  officials  of  the  State  of  Missouri  in  reminding  their  em¬ 
ployees  that  "compliance  with  the  traffic  laws  of  this  state  is 
mandatory  if  Missouri  is  to  continue  this  downward  trend  of 
traffic  slaughter  on  our  streets  and  highways." 

The  new  speed  laws,  to  which  the  governor  made  specific 
reference  in  his  communication,  are  as  follows! 

On  federal  divided  highways,  70  day  and  70  night;  on 
federal  undivided  highways,  70  in  the  daytime  and  65  at  night; 
on  all  other  roads  and  highways,  65  during  the  day  and  60  at 
night;  through  a  city,  town,  or  village  where  no  speed  is  set  by 
local  authority  the  limit  is  45  miles  per  hour,  day  and  night. 

Students  of  this  college,  by  obeying  the  speed  lows  of  the 
state  and  the  rules  of  common  sense,  can  drive  in  such  a  way  as 
to  protect  the  lives  of  themselves  and  their  neighbors.

Teacher  Explains 
Jet  Shock  Waves 

Much  comment  has  been  heard 
about  the  jet  planes  that  were  trav¬ 
eling  at  a  speed  beyond  the  speed 
of  sound  while  on  training  flights 
between  Kansas  City  and  Omaha 
recently. 

According  to  Dr.  D.  M.  Cooper,  of 
the  physics  department,  this  is  what 
caused  the  "booms’’; 

A  plane  traveling  at  a  speed  great¬ 
er  than  the  speed  of  sound  carries 
with  it  a  shock  wave.  The  shock 
wave  is  in  the  shape  of  a  cone 
about  the  nose  of  the  plane  and  is 
a  very  narrow  band  with  large  air 
pressure  variation.  This  variation 
in  pressure  is  responsible  for  the 
explosive  noise  called  the  “boom.” 

As  the  speed  of  the  plane  in¬ 
creases,  the  tip  of  the  cone  becomes 
sharper  and  the  wave  reaches  the 
ground  at  a  greater  distance  behind 
the  plane.  That  is  why  the  shock 
is  not  felt  until  some  time  after  the 
plane  has  passed. 

Ahead  of  the  shock  wave  no 
sound  is  heard.  After  the  shock 
wave,  with  its  accompanying  “boom,” 
has  passed,  the  normal  roar  of  the 
plane  is  heard. 

The  term  “breaking  the  sound 
barrier”  has  been  applied  in  the 
description  of  the  sound  produced 
by  these  planes,  but  this  terminology 
is  misleading  in  this  case.  The 
sound  barrier  and  the  accompany¬ 
ing  shock  wave  were  set  up  soon  af¬ 
ter  the  take-off  from  Kansas  City.
